That the car demurrage rate 
may be increased in California 
from $2 per diem to $2 per diem 
Is the warning sounded to con¬ 
signees who are careless about 
removing merchandise in the free 
period in a recent issue of the San 
fTanciaco Chamber of Coniinene 
publication. 

The campaign, originating with 
that organization, Is endorsed by 
the Pacific Car Demurrage Bu¬ 
reau, which points to the impend¬ 
ing car shortage which is a regu¬ 
lar summer p obleni and urges the 
co-operation of every community 
in tho slate in the conservation 
of cars, in a letter to the local 
chamber of commerce.. 

According to figures compiled, 
car detention has increased lUU 
per cent in 11123 over 1918. In 
other words, more than twice as 
many cars were detained in 192.3 
than in 1918. It is pointed out 
that consignees can usually re¬ 
move their goods from the cars, 
but the practice in some cases is 
to use the cars for storage pur¬ 
poses. 

The (letiiurrage rate at present 
is nothing more than a warning, 
as it is acknowledged a car in 
service is worth more than 82 per 
day. At one time California paid 
a 13 rate when the rest of the 
country was paying II. The ar¬ 
ticle quoted in the letter from the 
demurr.'.ge bureau warns that un¬ 
less curs are released promptly 
California niay expect lo have its 
demurrage rales raised again by 
tho Interstate Coliinierce Coiiiinls- 
sioii.
